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Six firefighters fired over noose, obscenities 


They defaced photos of black colleague, 
his wife, mom and children, officials say

Six Miami firefighters 
have been fired after some- 
one hung a noose over a 


black colleague’s family 
photo and drew lewd pic- 
tures on photographs of his 
wife, mother and kids. 

The terminations, han- 
ded down Wednesday, fol- 
low a police investigation 


into the Sept. 9 incident ata 
city fire station. More than 
20 people were interviewed 
under oath and nearly a 
dozen firefighters were in- 
vestigated, including five 
who remain employed by 
the department and under 
scrutiny. Among those 
fired: William Bryson Jr., 
the son of former Fire Chief 


William “Shorty” Bryson. 

The firings are similar to 
an August incident in Pom- 
pano Beach, where a fire- 
fighter recruit was fired and 
three others resigned when 
a noose was found hanging 
over the seat of a black fire- 
fighter.

Bullets fly, 
customers 
dive at store 


Gunfire erupts as busy lunchtime 
crowd shops at CVS; man killed

When gunfire erupted 
during lunchtime Wednes- 
day at a crowded CVS store 
in Davie, customers ducked 
for cover and one man was 
fatally wounded, police said. 

“The person we believe is 
the shooter is at the police 
department,” Davie Police 
Maj. Dale Engle said. “De- 
tectives are waiting to view 
store video before we speak 
to him.” 

An argument between 
two men may have sparked 
the violence, witnesses told 
detectives. 

“There were some words 
exchanged,” Engle said. Nei- 


ther man worked at the 
store. 

The shooting happened 
just before 1p.m. at the phar- 
macy at 4610 S. University 
Drive. There were about 
two dozen people in the 
store, Engle said. 

Responding police offi- 
cers ordered the alleged 
gunman to come out of the 
store and took him into cus- 
tody, Engle said. 

He was not arrested. 

Paramedics took the in- 
jured man to Memorial Re- 
gional Hospital in Holly- 
wood where he died, police 
and fire rescue officials said.

TALLAHASSEE - Amid 
warnings of a potential con- 
stitutional crisis, Florida 
Supreme Court justices on 
Wednesday heard argu- 
ments in a case that could 
determine the future of the 
court for decades.

Fred Lewis — must retire by 
Jan. 8, 2019, the last day of 
Gov. Rick Scott’s term. 
Whether Scott or his suc- 
cessor gets to appoint re- 
placements could alter the 
ideological balance of the 
court.
